The great port and arsenal on the 
Baltic and the head of the railway line 
running to Petrograd is beset on three 
sides by the enemy—on the west in the 
Lake Babit region, on the southwest 
near Mitau and on the southeast along 
the eastern bank of the Dvina river, a 
scant fifteen mileg distant from the 
city. ' 

In’the latter region the Germans, 
after a heavy bombardment, won the 
Uxkull bridgehead, famed as the scene 
of many sanguinary encounters, and 
crossedgthe Dvina river. There they 
shaped their course northward along 
the waterway toward Riga, with the 
Russians counter attaeking, but una- 
ble to hold them. 

Some twenty miles southwest of 
Riek a the-rallway line ‘running 
from Mitau to the seaport, the Ger- 
mans have begun a new offensive. , 
Here a big thttle ig In progress, but in 
whose favor it is going has not yet 
been made evident by the Russian and 
German official communications.

While our soldiers and sailors are 
doing their manful work to hold 
back reaction in its most brutal 
and aggressive form, we must Op- 
pose at home the organized and in- 
dividual efforts of those dangerous 
elements who hide disloyalty be- 
hind a screen of specious and €va- 
sive phrases. 

“I have read with real pride the 
names of the men and women who 
are to take part in the Minneapolis 
conference. Not one but has a rec- 
ord of devoted service to funda- 
mental democracy; not one but has 
fought the jong. hard fignt for 
equal justice, raving every bit- 
terness that the humblest life might 
know a larger measure of happi- 
ness. 

“With all my heart I want them 
to feel that their devotion to coun-~ 
try is in no wise a betrayal of prin- 
ciple, and that in serving America 
today they are serving their cause 
no less faithfully than in the past.

Ivan Allen Gets Wire. 

The news of the shipments of the 
rails has just been received by Ivan 
E. Allen, president of the Atlanta 
Chamber of Commerce, acting for the 
public safety committee, in a telegram 
from Colonel I. W. Littell, of the United 
States quartermaster’s department, who 
is.in charge of the construction divis- 
ion. ' 

Several days ago whet the directors 
of the Georgia Railway*.and Power 
company voted a double-track, follow- 
ing the action taken by the finance 
committee in Boston, it was stated that 
only one condition was attached—that 
the necessary rails could be secured. 
eit was stated at that time that for 
a long time back the company had an 
order in with the Lorraine Steel com- 
pany, of Ohio, for steel rails, but had 
been unable to get them since the gov- 
ernment was now in control of the 
steel rails of the factories. , " 

The public safety committee then 
asked if the company had any objec- 
tion to the committee taking up the 
matter direct with the government, and 
attempting to hurry the shipment to 
Atlanta. 

Cemmittee Takes Action. 

The company announced its willing- 
ness and the public safety committée 
then asked Mr. Allen, who had conduct- 
ed the negotiations with the govern- 
ment in reference to the water pipe 
supply from Atlanta to the cantonment, 
to send the necessary wires. 

Mr. Allen sent a wire to Colonel Lit- 
tell on August 30, Showing the seri- 
ousness of the traffic situation be- 
tween Atlanta and the camp, and asked 
that the government aid the Georgia 
Railway and Power company in get- 
ting its supply. Not hearing from the 
first telegram he sent another on Au- 
gust 31, and he has just received a 
message from Colonel Littell, which 
showed that the quartermaster’s depart- 
ment took almost immediate action to 
help Atlanta. : 

The message stated that six car- 
loads of steel were shipped by the Lor- 
raine company to Atlanta on the morn- 
ing of August 31, two carloads in the 
afternoon; two more were shipped Sep- 
tember 1, and that the entire order of 
the power company would be on its 
way to Atlanta by September 4. 


Action Was Prompt. 


“The government certainly 
most .promptly in’ this matter,” said 
Mr. Allen last night, “and by its ac- 
tion showed that it realized the neceas- 
sity of proper traffic communication 
between the camp and the city. The 
early arrival of this rail supply should

Raid Lasted Only a Few

London, September 2.—A German air 


raid on the coast of England tonight 
was announced by the official bureau. 
Bombs were dropped as the airplanes 
crossed East Kent. 

The text of the statement reads: 

“Hostile airplanes crossed the East 
Kent coast at 11:15 o'clock tonight. 
They flew seaward a few minutes lat- 
er. A few bombs were dropped. The 
casualties are believed to be small.” 

Press dispatches from the southeast 
coast report only one airplane engaged 
in the raid. No deaths are reported. 
The number of injured is said to be 
from two to five, none of them seri- 
ously. Six bombs were dropped 4nd the

On the Italian front General Cador- 
na’s forces have extended their gains 
on the Brestovizza plateau,.:on the 
slopes of Monte San Gabriele. and east 
ef Gorizia, and have taken additional 
g7aHoners and war stores. Five’ Ital- 
ian airplanes have flown from the Ital- 
ian front over Vienna and dropped 
pamphlets telling the Austrian people 
of the victory of the Italians from Tol- 
mino to the sea.

broke up the effort, the war office an- 
nounced today. 

The text of the statement reads: 

“On the Aisne front the two artilleries 
maintained a very lively activity dur- 
ing the night. Attempted surprise at- 
tacks on our posts in the Cerny region 
failed. Northwest of Hurtebise the 
Germans gain counter attacked the po- 
sitions which were captured on the 
evening of the 31st. Our gunfire, di- 
rected with precision, completely broke 
up the attack, the enemy being unable 
to approach our lines. 

“On the left bank of the Meuse there 
|'was intermittent activity by the artil- 
‘lery north of Hill 304. On the heights 
i'of the Meuse we stopped two enemy 
‘surprise attacks. The night was calm 
everywhere élse. : 

‘Aviation: Two German airplanes 
were hrought down by our anti-aircraft 
‘gunfire under conditions of particular

the next speaker, de- 
clared there was more misery in the 
country today than at any time since 
Bunker Hill. “But no worse thing ever 
happened in the history of the United 
States,” he said, “than is happening 
now when people like you are branded 
as criminals and denied the right of 
free assembly.” He also declared that 
the only people who welcomed the war 
were the bankers and editors and de- 
nounced conscription and the sending 
of troops to France, ‘ 

Formet™ Senator Works said: “I 
have never seen the time when the gov- 
ernor of a state issued instructions to 
prevent the assembly of peaceful peo- 
ple. I wonder if democracy in this free 
democracy is dead. We are not here 
to attack the government, but to de- 
fend it. Governor Lowden should send 
troops here to protect us. If he fails 
this meeting will result in bloodshed 
and rioting.” 

Action at Polls Suggested. 

The remarks of all the speakers 
brought wild applause from the dele- 
gates, about 300 of whom were in the 
auditorium. When Chairman Stedman 
announced that troops were on their 
way to break up the meeting, one dele- 
gate proposed that the pacifists remain 
in their seats until ousted forcibly by 
the troops. Mr. Stedman said that the 
meeting would have to adjourn before 
7 o'clock, as the lease on the hall ran 
out at that time and that the troops 
were not due to arrive until some time 
later. He told the delegates that if 
they challenged the authority of the 
State at this time they would be de- 
stroyed. He declared that their only 
possible action was at the polls. 

“We have accamplished-our purpose,” 
he said, in announcing adjournment at 
6:50 o'clock. ‘“‘But the adjournment is 
taken because our lease on this hall has 
expired. Our next meeting will be an- 
nounced secretly by the heads of the 
organization.” 

As the delegates quictly left the hall, 
the principals of a Jewish wedding 
party took their places. 

Chief of Police Schuettler tonight 
said that the police today had placed 
patroimen at the peace meeting to 
prevent the possibility of an attack on 
the conference by a mob. He explain- 
ed that the meeting had been author- 
ized by Mayor Thompson, and that it 
was a part of the duties of the police 
department to see that order was pre- 
served.

C. A: It developed 
tonight that the meeting for today 
was planned last night, while publicly 
it was announced that the conference 
had broken, and that the delegates 
would go home as a result of the in- 
terference by the governor. 

Before the state troops arrived or- 
ders were* issued to three Chicago 
regiments of federalized guardsmen to 
assemble at their armories for reserve 
duty, but no statement was forthcom- 
ing as to the plans for these soldiers. 
Resolution Adopted by Conventinn.

of their democratization is not made 
in good faith.’ 

When the a#pecial train bearing the 
troops arrived at the station nearest 
the conference hall, Adjutant General 
Dickson was advised by federal secret 
service men that the meeting was over. 
A fleet of taxicabs, which had await- 
4d the troops to hurry the soldiers to 
the meeting place, was dismissed and 
the soldiers stacked arms and took 
up quarters for the night. 

he 250 soldiers were met at the 
station by Sheriff John F. Traeger 
with a squad of deputies. The sheriff 
reported that he had been ordered by 
the governor to cbd-operate with the 
troops. 

Mayor Thompson dropped out of 
sight after authorizing the meeting, 
but resolutions thanking him for his 
stand against Governor lTowden, the 
sheriff and the federal officers were 
adopted by the delegates. 

GOVERNOR SURPRISED 
AT MAYOR'S ACTION. 

Springfield, Ill., September 2.—State 
troops were dispatched from Spring- 
field to Chicago laté today by Gover- 
nor Frank O. Lowden to disperse the 
meeting there of the People’s Council 
of America for Democracy and Terms 
of Peace after he was informed that 
the pacifist delegates had assembled 
in the West End auditorium under po- 
lice protection in violation of his or- 
der yesterday that the council would 
not be permitted to meet in the state 
of Illinois. 

The governor, in a statement, said he 
was satisfied the peace meeting was 
“designed for the purpose of bringing 
on draft riots and obstructing the gov- 
ernment in other respects,” and “for 
that reason he felt-that he should use 
all the resources at his command to 
suppress the méeting.” 

Governor Lowden, it was understood, 
was advised by telephone from (Chief 
Schuettler’s office 
that Mayor William Hale Thompson 
assured the council that their meeting 
would not be interfered with despite 
the ban put on it by the governor. 

The governor then ordered Adjutant 
General Frank S. Dickson to send state 
troops to carry out his decree barring 
the meeting. Four companies of the 
Ninth Illinofs infantry, commanded by 
Major C. W. Russell, left at 3:58 p. m.

Carter, commander of the central de- 
partment of the United States army. 
Word came later from General Carter, 
stating he had no authority to inter- 
vene. If Mayor Thompson had asked 
assistance in quelling disturbamces in- 
cident to the meetng and the gover- 
nor had been unable to cope with the 
situation, the tederal troops could be 
used, General Carter said. This infor- 
mation was conveyed to the governor 
by General Carter’s aide over the tele- 
phone. 

The governor also was without suc- 
cess in an attempt to get in touch with 
the sheriff of Cook county. 

Word of the meeting of the council 
in Chicago today was first received by 
Governor Lowden from H. H. Merrick, 
of the National Security league. 

Governor Lowden expressed surprise 
at the refusal of Mayor Thompson to 
co-operate with him in putting down 
the so-called peace meeting. The gov- 
ernor sent Mayor Thompson a telegram 
yesterday explaining his position and 
expressing the belief thatgahe mayor 
would agree with him t the pacifist 
conference should not n Iili- 
nois.

GREAT MONEY MEASURES 
PENDING IN CONGRESS 


Action Is Expected This Week. 
Measures of a Radical 
Nature. . 


Washington, September 2.—Congress 
works this week on three great war 
measures, the $11,538,945,460 war bond 
and certificate, the $3,060,000,000 rev- 
enue and the $176,000,000 soldiers and 
sailors’ insurance bills. The revenue 
bill may be sent to conference by the 
senate before Saturday night, by which 
time the other measures will have 
been passed by the house. Republicans 
of the house will oppose a few minor 
features of the bond bill and seek to 
amend it so as to provide for a war 
expenditures board, and the optional 
insurance feature of the insurance 
measure will be subjected to attack, 
but both probably will pass about as 
they were drawn. 

The war profits provision of the rev- 
enue bill, levying a total of $1,286,000,- 
000, is generally expected to stand, al- 
though the higth-tax senators will con- 
tinue their fight for further increases. 

Much oratory will be produced by 
the trinity of bills, however. They are 
of the character which in peace times 
would be assailed on all sides as rad- 
ical and soctalistic beyond measure. 
The two financial bills are the largest 
of the Kind ever introduced, and the 
insurance bill contemplates revolu- 
tionizing the entire system of compen- 
sating a nation’s armed defenders and 
their dependents for war services. 


Levy on War Profits. 


Disregarding the Labor day  holi- 
day, the senate will continue to work 
tomorrow on the war profits section of 
the revenue bill, seeking to dispose of 
it not later than Wednesday. The 
house adjourned yesterday to recon- 
vene Tuesday for consideration of the 
bond bill. It will be passed Wednes- 
day, and the insurance measure will 
follow. 

Both houses will adjourn early Tues- 
day to march with President Wilson in 
the parade of District of Columbia men 
drafted for the new army.

When the final vote on 
the section {is taken, consideration of 
the income tax provisions will begin 
under an agr@¢ement to dispose of them 
Friday.

postal rates on second-class publica- 
tions. ‘ 


Discussion of Peace. 


After sending the tax bill to confer- 
ence there probably will be short but 
sharp discussion of peace on resolutions 
of Senators La Follette and Sherman 
suggesting promulgation of peace 
terms. Senate leaders expect to have 
the resolutions overwhelmingly beaten. 

The administration trading with the 
enemy bill, passed by the house some 
weeks ago, will be pressed in the sen- 
ate with many miscellaneous matters, 
while the tax bill conferees are at 
work. 

Although finance committee leaders 
will be engaged on the conferences for 
a week or ten days, Chairman Sim- 
mons expects both the credit and in- 


surance bills to be considered by the 
remainder of the committee in the ab- 
sence of the conferees, The insurance 
bill, however, may go over until the 
December session. 

With these important measures and 
a new urgent deficiency appropriation 
bill carrying between 4,500,000,000 
and $6,000,000,000 in preparation, few 
capitol leaders see much hope of ad- 
journment before October.

Every daily newspaper in Canada, 
with a few small exceptions, has been 
connected by a leased telegraph wire 
with every other Canadian newspaper 
office, and with the head office of the 
Associated Press in New York. 

Including both day and night wires, 
the new association will operate ‘nearly 
12,000 miles of leased wire and employ 
between 80 and 90 expert telegraphers 
in the interchange of news between all 
parts of the dominion. 

The new association has been fortu- 
nate enough to make reciproca)] ar- 
rangements with the Associated Press 
whereby the news of that association, 
recognized as the most comprehensive 
and efficient in the world, @il be avail- 
able to Canadian readers. 

Each Canadian publisher, whose 
newspaper is included, has not only 
committed himself to his share of the 
expense, but has also bound himself to 
supply to the, Canadian Press Limited 
all the home news he collects for his 
own newspaper. The inauguration of a 
national service was marked Dy con- 
gratulatory messages between the pre- 
miers of the provinces of the dominion 
fathest east and west.

STRONGER THAN EVER 


Banks of Country Definitely 
on the New Reserve 


Basis. 


Washington, September 2.—The 
country’s financial system, the federal 
reserve board announced today, is 
stronger than it has ever been before. 

“Adjustments necessitated by re- 
serve transfers from member banks 


| to federal reserve banks, with the con-

says the board's state- 


ment. “The banks of the country are 
now, therefore, definitely upon the new 
reserve basis established by the act of 
June 21. Federal reserve banks have 
continued the policy of maintaining 
their resources in as strong and liquid 
condition as possible, showing on Au- 
gust 24 a percentage of reserves 
against deposits of 80.6 per cent and 
against notes of 86.5 per cent. 

“There has been a continuance of 
the movement of state banks into-the 
federal reserve system while by open- 
ing clearing accounts with the federal 
reserve banks and sending gold and 
gold certificates non-member banks 
in various parts of the country have 
been co-operating actively with fed- 
eral reserve banks in consolidating the 
gold reserves of the country. 

“But to thesé and other contribu- 
ting factors the federal reserve system 
finds itself at the opening of autumn 
in an unprecedentedly strong positiom 
its total holdings of cash on August 
24 being $1,424,769,000.” 

The tremendous growth of the sys- 
tem’s activities is reflected in its re- 
cent discount operations, attributable 
in many instances to the huge finan- 
cial operations of the government. 

“During July, 1917," the board an- 
nounced, ‘“‘discount operations of the 

reserve banks totalled $460,- 
or more than double the total 
discounts of the banks for the entire 
calendar year of 1916. Of the month- 
ly discounts, over 85 per cent, or $395,- 

52,415, were in the form of member 
banks collateral notes. - 

“Almost 64 per cent of these notes 
were handled by the New York bank, 
which reports the discount during the 
month of 111 such notes ‘aggregating 
$252,654,805. All the banks except At- 
lanta, Minneapolis, Dallas and San 
Francisco, report a larger volume of 
collateral notes than customers’ paper 
discounted for their members.” 

The federal reserve banks’ total as- 
sets of $2,021,237,000 are compared 
with assets of central banks of other 
nations as follows: 

“Bank of England, $1,124,510,000; 
Bank of France, 34,5339,205,000; Russian 
State bank, §$8.628,817,000: Bank of 
Italy, $1,589,905,000: German Reichs- 
bank, $3,279,288,0090. Bank of Nether-

748,000: Bank of Japan, $477,596,9600.”

Rodzianko, “and what 1 saw there fill- 
ed me with terror.’ 1 affirm that the 
responsibility for-the enormous losses 
we suffered during the retreat falls 
entirely upon Soukhomlinoff. A com- 
mittee of defense was created to in- 
vestigate the situation and immedifite- 
ly established Soukhomlinoff'’s culpa- 
bility. Il then appealed to the former 
czar and persuaded him to convoke the 
duma and dismiss Soukhomlinofrf.”

This Sum Is Needed in Order 
to Secure $25,000 Offered 
- by Rosenwald. 


Negroes of Atlanta are working en- 
thusiastically in their campaign to raise 
$10,000 by November 1 for the com- 
pletion of the negro Y. M. C. A. build- 
ing, a sum which will secure for this 
work the $25,000 offered by Julius Ro- 
senwald, of Chicago. 

The building, situated on Butler 
street, between Edgewood and Auburn 
avenues, is a commodious structure, 
modern in every detail, and when com- 
pleted will be one of the finest negro 
Y. M. Cc. A.’s in the country. 

Special efforts are being made to in- 
sure the completion of the project so 
that the negro soldiers at Camp Gor- 
don may have a place to go when in 
the city, as it is realized that If a meet- 
ing place with the proper supervision 
is not provided they may congregate 
in less desirable places. 

At a meeting held last week minis- 
ters representing eight denominations 
in the city united in an effort to raise 
the necessary funds through their 
churches for the completion of the 
building. Previous to this mee@ing a 
committee had worked out a program 
of apportionment which was enthusias- 
tically adopted. 

This responsibility was a ee by 
the negro ministers despite the fact 
that several of the negro churches were 
burned out in the recent fire and al- 
ready have undertaken heavy finan- 
cial obligations. Strong addresses were 
delivered at the meeting by Rev. T. L. 
Ballou, Rev. R. H. Singleton, Rev. A. D.

ADVICE ON SELLING 
SOUTHS CORN CROP 


Fairfax Harrison, Who Has 

Been Studying Problem, 
Offers Suggestions as to 
Marketing Surplus. 


Washington, September 2.—Fairfax 
Harrison, president of thg Southern 
railway system, who has been study- 
ing the problem of marketing this 
year’s record-breaking corn crop in 
the territory served by the Southern 
railway system and its associated lines, 
has authorized the following  state- 
ment: 

“The preliminary estimate of the 
United States agricultural department 


shows that this year’s corn crop in the 
States of Virginia, North Carolina, 
South Carolina, Georgia, Florida, Ala- 
bama, Mississippi, Kentucky and Ten- 


nessee will amount to 678,998,000 bush- 
els, an increase of 183,762,000 bushels. 
or 37 per cent, over the crop of 1916. 
The south is also producing, in larger 
quantities than ever before, peanuts, 
soy beans, melvet beans, cowpeas and 
other stock feeds, and the embargoes 
on qxports will reduce the amount of 
cottdn-seed meal that can be_ sold 
abroad. 

“The result will be that many south- 
ern communities that heretofore have 
not produced enough corn to supply 
the local demand will have corn for 
sale. This will mean that, if farmers 
are to receive the full market value 
for their corn, marketing machinery 
must be provided and information must 
be given as to the proper grading and 
preparation of corn for market. As a 
good price for corn means that more 
money will be in circulation in the com- 
munity, it will be to the advantage of 
local bankers and business men to co- 
operate with farmers for the success- 
ful marketing of their crops. 

Marketing of Corn. 

“As the marketing of corn will be a 
new business in many localities, I ven- 
ture to offer some suggestions based 
in part on a bulletin prepared in the 
office of markets and rural organiza- 
tions in the United States department 
of agriculture. 

“Unless there is a wide difference in 


price in favor of a distinct market, sell- 


ing to a local consumer will generally 


be preferable. There have been in- 
Stances where a farmer has. shipped 


corn to a distant market while a neigh- 
bor only a few miles away was ship- 
ping in corn from some other distant 
point... This is an economic waste 
which it is especially desirable to elimi- 
nate at this time, when the freight 
equipment of the railroads is so large- 


ly needed for war transportation. The 
marketing service of the Southern rail- 
way systen? and the county demonstra- 


tion agents in the goxyxernment service 
are endeavoring to boring neighborhood 
buyers anda sellers together, and local 
merchants may be substantially help- 
ful in this. It follows, of course, that 
southern dealers and consumers should 
handle and use southern ¢orn whenever 
possible and, if their wants cannot be 
supplied in their immediate localities, 
should draw on some other southern lo- 
calities which may have a surplus. In- 
formation as to where corn may be 
bought can be obtained from the mar- 
ket agents and farm products agents of 
the Southern railway system as well 
as from the government agents. 


Preparing Corn For Sale, 


“In preparing his crop for sale, the 
farmer should know the requirements 
of the particular market in which he 
intends to sell—whether the corn 
should be in the husk, husked and on 
the cob, or shelled, anc, if = shelled, 
whether it should be shipped in bags 


or in bulk. If it is to be shipped in 
bags, he should know the weight want- 
ed in each bag in the market to which 
be shipped. _Most southern 
markets want 112 pounds net to the 
bag, but requirements range from 100 


ito 140 pounds.

Storing Corn, 

‘In some localities the erection of 
elevators for storing corn and other 
grains may be desirable, but in others 
cotton warehouses, gins, oil mills and 
other buildings may be used for tem- 
porary storage. 

“As southern corn is ready for mar- 
ket earlier than that grown in the 
and as there is danger of wee- 
vil damage to corn held in storage in 
the south, the department of agricul- 
ture advises that southern corn should 
generally be marketed soon after har- 
vest. 

“The newspapers of the south may 
be substantially helpful in publishing 
the market quotations on corn at the 
principal markets.”

EVERYBODY MUST HELP. 


According to a rule established by the 
California unit of the National Council for 
Defense, every hen, in order to justify her 
existence, must lay a minimum of 140 eggs 
@ year. Heretofore the standard has been 
twenty eggs under that; but feed, upkeep, 
and, we suppose, “overhead,” come much 
higher now than in the good old 120-eggs- 
per-annum days, and only those hens that 
are efficient will be suffered the blessings 
of life and the “pursuit of happiness,” with- 
in the meaning of this California edict. 

The disposal of a. hen that fails to pay 
her way and do her bit is a simple matter. 
The stroke of an ax, and:all is over—save the 
“chicken and dumplings.” Thus her failure 
to meet the requirements in life involves the 
penalty of meeting them in death by adding 
her mite to the world’s food supply. 

The human slacker, however, presents a 
more knotty problem. He is harder to deal 
with; but it is none the less important that 
he, too, be made somehow, in one way or 
another, to fulfill his obligation to his 
country. — 

All who are bidden should, of course, do 
their bit by fighting. But all cannot fight, 
yet those who cannot are by no manner of 
means immune from obligation to their 
nation. All must eat; and, therefore, every- 
one who eats should render an equivalent in 
service. The giving of money by the rich is, 
of course, in its way, an equivalent; but the 
fact remains that all of the money in Chris- 
tendom could not buy food for the masses 
unless somebody first produces it. 

“Talkin’ big an’ flyin’ a flag from your 
radiator cap won’t win th’ war,” says the 
philosopher who employs the pseudonym of 
“Abe Martin.” And he is right. 

It is work—service, productive service— 
that the country needs, and that must be 
relied upon to “win th’ war.” 

Therefore, it is the duty of everybody, the 
rich as well as the poor, to bestir himself and 
do something—if not in khaki, then in shirt- 
sleeves or in overalls! Nobody should shirk 
his share; and those who are inherently 
willing workers should not be compelled to 
do another fellow’s bit. 

Idleness should be made the most un- 


fashionable thing in the world. 


KEEP STOCK OFF THE RAILS. 


President Harrison, of the Southern rail- 
way system, a few days ago issued an appeal 
to the farmers of the country to keep their 
cattle, hogs and sheep off the railroad tracks, 
thus aiding in the conservation of the world’s 
meat supply and the chastisement of the 


kaiser. 
The annual live stock loss in the United 


States, through the carelessness of farmers 
in this respect is really appalling, and when 
one analyzes the thing the economic drain of 
it upon the country becomes glaringly ap- 
parent. As stated by Mr. Harrison— 


ilroads of the United States 
alee onan of cattle and hogs are 
killed every year, and, as those killed in 
this way are not used for food, this loss 
results in a correspondingly large de- 
crease in our available meat supply. 


Mr. Harrison goes on to charge that— 


“the responsibility for this loss rests 
primarily on the owner of the animals 
who allow them to stray on the railroad 
right-of-way. When they are killed the 
law places the responsibifity on the rail- 
road and the owner suffers no direct pe- 
cuniary loss. There is, however, in addi- 
tion to the serious reduction of the meat 
eupply of the country, a further econom- 
ic loss through the payment by the rail- 
road of money which is urgently needed 
at this time for increasing the trans- 
portation facilties of the country, the lack 
of which for the movement of his prod- 
ucts to market may cause a loss to the 
farmer greater than the amount he re- 
ceived for the animals killed on the rail- 


road. 

By way of illustration of the enormity of 
this loss, Mr. Harrison says that the South- 
ern railway alone paid out in the twelve 
months ending June 30, 1917, more than 
~ $200,000 for animals killed on its tracks. 

animal thus killed, of course, was a

right-of-way of the railroad compahy, and 
would not have been there had its owner 
exercised due diligence in keeping it in its 
rightful place. 

The money the Southern paid for live 
stock killed during the time specified by its 
president was, he says, “even at the present 
high prices of equipment,” sufficient to buy 
more than 100 standard box cars capable of 
handling at a single load more than 3,000 
tons of freight, and, he adds, “the constant 
use of this many additional cars would tend 
largely to the relief of the present wartime 
congestion of traffic.” 

He closes his appeal by asking if it is not 
“the patriotic duty of every farmer to keep 
his live stock away from the railroad tracks?” 

The logic of the proposition must appeal 
to every man who gives it thought, and Mr. 
Harrison’s interrogation admits of but one 
answer. 


THE SPIRIT THAT WINS. 


If all citizens were imbued with the 
heart-willingness to “tote fair’’ with Uncle 
Sam that is manifested by A. B. Mann, & 
New Yorker, the matter of revenue to 
finance the war would need cause the gov- 
ernment little concern. 

Mann, in a tone of apology and strongly 
suggestive of the prick of conscience, wrote 
to his favorite newspaper a few days ago 
as follows: 


I have just discovered that my in- 
come for 1916 was in excess of that al- 
lowed for a married man with children, 
and that I owe some income tax to the 
government. ; 

What penalty attaches for my action 
and to whom shall I go to pay this tax? 
My excess income was $250, and I have 
no intention whatever of evasion; in- 
deed, I bought and paid for Liberty Bonds 
in June. 

Please advise me through your paper, 
for in these war days I feel it almost 
criminal on my part to be so negligent. 
No desire there to tax-dodge; no attempt 

at camouflage to hoodwink the collector; no 
indications of sharp practice to make assets 
appear non-existant! Nothing but evidence 
of a desire to do the right thing, act the part 
of a patriot and bear the rightful burden of 
a manly citizen grateful for the blessings of 
‘a democracy. 

There are lots of such citizens as this; 
but the world needs more of them. 

Theirs is the attitude that makes for 
peace of mind and happiness; theirs is the 
spirit that “moves mountains and builds 
cities,” and the spirit that will triumph over 


kaiserdom. 


DRY IT! 


Mrs. Robert Lansing, wife of the secre- 
tary of state, recently served a six-course 
dinner, composed entirely of dried foods. 
Her list of guests included Mrs. Josephus 
Daniels, Mrs. William C. Redfield, Mrs. 
Champ Clark, Mrs. Atlee Pomerene and Mrs. 
Hugh L. Scott—and it is, of course, appro- 
priate to add, the meal was “thoroughly en- 
joyed by all present.” 

The menu contained dried vegetable 
bouillon, dried chicken, dried vegetables of 
several varieties, dried salad, dried fruits 
and dried mint; and the bill of fare was so 
skillfully arranged, each item of diet was so 
tastefully prepared and the meal in its en- 
tirety was so appetizing that the hostess’ in- 
novation established a precedent in Wash- 
ington society circles that promises to en- 
dure, and the “dried luncheon” bids fair to 
live as “just the thing,” at least for the pe- 
riod of the war. 

Ever since the food problem began to 
take on such an acute form, and especially 
since America entered the war, the depart- 
ment of agriculture’s food experts have been 
assiduously trying to educate the public in 
the value and economy of dried foods, and 
advocating their more general use. Mrs. 
Lansing’s luncheon, it is claimed, more than 
vindicated the “dry it” propaganda and more 
than demonstrated that the experts are on 
the right track. 

Every element that enters into dietetics 
is in dried foods’ favor: Nutritive value, 
economy, ease of preparation, wholesome- 
ness, pleasure to the palate, etc. Only a 
possible one has been missing: Popularity. 

Now, however, that the head lady of the 
“cabinet set” has broken the ice, and, instead 
of suggesting thé plan for somebody else’s 
use, has herself tried it on the most elite of 
capital society, and with such excellent re- 
sults that emulation bids fair to follow, it is 
very likely that society everywhere will fol- 
low suit, and that the consumption of dried 
viands will shortly become general. 

Speed the day when it does! Because 
when it comes there will be far less food 
wastage; there will be more for everybody 
to eat; people will feel better and more fit, 
and have more money with which to do the 
things which money alone can enable them 
to do. ;

On the eve of Labor day an appropriate 
sermon was preached by Dr. Henry Alford 
Porter at the Second Baptist church Sun- 
day evening on the subject, “Is Not This the 
Carpenter?” the text being taken from Mark 
6:3. He said, in part: 

“The first' Monday fn September is wide- 
ly kept as the holiday sacred to ‘labor.’ 
This is peculiarly an American day. Ameri- 
ca-is the land of labor. The Norman knights 
conquered -England by the sword. We have 
conquered our continent by the ax and by 
the plow. A ‘professor’ of heraldry once 
proposed to provide Abraham Lincoln with 
a coat-of-arms. Lincoln said: ‘You are 
too late; I have one already.’ “What 1s 1t?’ 
asked the professor. Hronest Abe replied: 
‘A pair of shirt sleeves.’ That would be an 
Appropriate device for our national escutch- 
eon. g 

“Labor day is also peculiarly a Christian 
day. Gautama, the founder of Buddhism, 
was a prince and a mendicant. Mahomet, 
the prophet of Islam, was a merchant and 
a soldier. Christ, the founder of Chris- 
tianity, was a laboring man—a carpenter.

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Food Riots of Brunn, 
Austria’s Manchester, 


May Have Wide Spread 


“Tf the food riots which are reported to 
have occurred recently in Brunn prove suffi- 
serious to disturb the industrial life 
of the city, the effect will be widespread 
throughout Austria,” says a war geography 
bulletin issued today from the Washington 
headquarters of the National Geographic 
society. 

“Rrunn is the chief textile manufacturing 
city of the dual monarchy and is frequently 
the Austrian Manchester. Its indus- 
trial establishments include woolen, cotton 
and silk mills, leather factories, machine 
works, breweries, distilleries, sugar and flour 
mills. 

“With a population of 125,000, three- 
fourths of whom are Germans, Brunn is :the 
capital of the Austrian crownland of Mo- 
ravia. It enjoys a most picturesque situa- 
tion, at the confluence of the Schwarzawa 
and Zwittawa rivers and at the foot of 
the Sielberg, which towers to a height 
nearly a thousand feet above the narrow, 
winding streets of the old town which dates 
back to the ninth century. 

Military Records. 

‘Kew cities of Austria-Hungary have a 
more striking military record than Brunn. 
It hes successfully withstood four famous 
sieges—that of the Hussites in 1428, of King 
George of Bohemia in 1647, of the Swedes in 
1645, and of the Prussians in 1742. Napoleon 
had his headquarters here the “night before 
the battle of Austerlitz, 15 miles distant. 

“The Spielberg, which is crowned by the 
citadel of Brunn, recalls the history of two 
spectacular characters who were imprisoned 
there for many years. The first was Colonel 
Franz Trenck, the notorious Austrian soldier 
of fortune; the other was the famous Italian 
poet and dramatist, Count Silvio Pellico. 

“After a sensational career, during which 
he was dismissed in disgrace from the im- 
perial army, then sentenced to death after 
a brief service in the Russian army (the sen- 
tence being commuted to degradation and 
imprisonment by Marshal Munnich), Trenck 
finally entered the service of Maria Theresa 
at the head of his regiment of tsemi-savage 
Pandours. At the battle of Soor his men 

lundered when they should have been fight- 
ing, and were accused of having allowed the 
Prussian king to escape. 
Trenck Convicted. 

Subsequently Trenck was tried and con- 
victed on many charges, and was again sen- 
tenced to death. The empress commuted his 
sentence, however, and he was confined in 
the fortress of Spielberg, where, finding 
escape impossible, he ended his tempestuous 
life with poison, and was buried in the 
Church of the Capuchins. 

“Pellico was imprisoned at Spielberg in 
1822 as a result of his political activities 
against Austrian domination in Italy. He 
served eight years of his 15-year sentence, 
and upon his release wrote the story of his 
sufferings in “Le Mie Prigioni,” a work which 
won him more enduring recognition than his 
many tragedies. One of his dramas, written 
while he was confined in Spielberg, had to be 
memorized by him, as he was not allowed 
to take manuscript with him from prison. 

“Brunn lies almost due north of Vienna, 
at a distance of 89 miles by rail.”

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THE CONTROL OF 
CHARBON OR ANTHRAX 


Reports that have been received recently 
by the department of agriculture, at Wash- 
ington, indicate that the losses from charbon 
Or anthrax during the present season will 
reach or exceed the maximum amount lost 
in any previous year. The control of the 
disease is difficult, but not impossible, ac- 
cording to the experts of the bureau of ani- 
mal industry. 

In certain sections of the country, notably 
the overflowed bottom lands of the south, 
anthrax is one of the most destructive mala- 
dies to which cattle and horses are subject. 
With the cattle tick it forms one of the great 
drawbacks to stock-raising over wide areas 
which are othefwise excellently adapted to 
the industry. 

But, like the cattle tick again, anthrax 
can be controlled readily. By the simul- 
taneous injection of anti-anthrax vaccine and 
serum, a method similar in principle to that 
employed in the control of hog cholera, ani- 
mals are rendered immune to the contagion. 
The systematic use in anthrax-infected re- 
gions of this simultaneous method should 
confine the disease to ever-narrowing limits 
until ultimately the danger of widespread 
outbreaks is past and the germ ceases to be 
a serious menace, just as smallpox has ceased 
to scourge civilized communities. With the 
eradication of anthrax among animals will 
go its danger to man as well. 

The Chief Obstacle. 

The chief obstacle to the attainment of 
this goal is the difficulty that is always ex- 
perienced in securing the rapid and general 
adoption of measures to which the people 
are not accustomed. The efficacy of the 
simultaneous treatment in rendering cattle 
immune to anthrax is now as well estab- 
lished as the efficacy of arsenical baths in 
ridding them of ticks, but this fact has yet 
to be demonstrated in practical object lessons 
to the great bulk of stock raisers in the in- 
fected, districts. Earlier work with anti- 
anthrax vaccine in a less perfected form has 
also created a certain prejudice which must 
be overcome before the value of the new 
treatment is universally recognized. 

The simultaneous treatment recently per- 
fected represents a great advance in the con- 
trol of the disease. In this method a care- 
fully standardized spore vaccine is injected 
into one side of the animal and at the same 
time the protecting serum into the other. 
In this way a more immediate and a more 
protracted immunity is secured than by the 
use of either the vaccine or the serum alone. 
It is also now possible for the first time to 
standardize the dose-—-that is, to estimate 
exactly the strength of the injection of the 
vaccine. Furthermore, this vaccine prepared 
from the spores of the germs instead of from 
the germs themselves, retains its effective- 
ness for a much longer period of time than 
the earlier vaccine. 

Cost of Treatment Small. 

The general adoption of this_ method, it 
is now believed, should result imAhe gradual 
elimination of anthrax. The requisite serum

Denudation of the dome threatens to be~ 
come the distinguishing feature of civilized 
mankind in a future generation.

There 
are countless other forms of acute or chronic 
toxemia; such, for instance, as autointoxica< 
tion from the putrefactive decomposition of 
excessive food residues in the intestine—the 
usual and harmful consequence of eating 
too much and exercising too littie. Oxygen 
is the element that destroys or burns up 
retained poisons in the blood. People con- 
fined indoors too much do not oxygenate the 
blood thoroughly; people who forget to 
maintain good posture and expand the chest 
a few times every hour, are victims of sub- 
oxidation, insufficient oxygenation, and 
must therefore carry a heavier loadvof toxins 
or poisons than those who breathe well. 

Men go bald earlier and oftener by far 
than women, thank heaven. Indeed, a woman 
very rarely loses her crown of glory, though 
it often becomes alarmingly thin and luster- 
less, owing to her ignorance or neglect of, 
the care of the scalp. The only logical. 
reason we can see for the greater prevalences 
of drought of the dome among men is the, 
unhygienic headgear of the ugly sex.

ANSWER—If the books were not visibly 
soiled when you received them there ig 
no reason whatever for destroying them. 
Books seldom carry infection. Your ceritie 
is a victim of phthisiophobia—hysterical or: 
exaggerated fear of tuberculosis. 

Dandruff and Thinning Hair. | 

Please suggest some good treatment for 
thinning of the hair. My hair is beginning 
to grow thin, and there is some dandruff in 
my scalp. (H. R.) 

ANSW ER—A shampoo two or three times 
a week, with any plain soap or tincture of 
green soap or liquid tar suap. Shampoo your 
own head always, and rin&e hair in several 
waters to get all soap out of scalp and off 
the hair. After shampoo, to relieve excessive 
dryness of scalp and hair, rub in, between 
parts, a little 3 per cent or 5 per cent sulphur 
cream or Ointment. Or if greasiness is unde- 
sirable, use some toilet water in six ounces 
of which about two qdrams of salicylic acid 
is dissolved. Whichever remedy you prefer, 
go over the entire scalp methodically, rub- 
bing it in by parting hair, thus keeping it 
off the hair, and cover about one-fourth of 
the scalp area each day in this way. Night 
and morning give thp scalp a general mas-. 
sage by pushing up folds of scalp between 
hands or between thumb and fingers, till 
entire scalp grows warmly. ‘Expose scalp to 
direct sunshine whenever possible. Always 
scald nairbrush whenever you shampoo your 
hair. Remember that infection and reinfec- 
tion with the microbacillus of dandruff and 
baldness occurs in the barbershop and hair- 
dresser’s, and from person to person in the 
home.

ASK NEGROES TO ENLIST 
FOR STEVEDORE SERVICE 


Regiments Will Be Organized 
to Handle Loading and 
Unloading of Ships. 


Uncle Sam is to have “stevedore regi- 
ments,’ made up entirely of negroes, 
and he has asked for volunteers from 
Georgia. 

First announcement of this new 
branch of the army service was re- 
ceived Sunday from the war department 
by Captain Heidt, United States army 
recruiting officer in Atlanta. The 


of loading United States transports 
and supply ships leaving this country 
for Europe. They will also, it 
derstood, be sent to 
France to unload the ships. 

This is the first opportunity the ne- 
gro has had to volunteer for service 
in the army since the war department 
ceased enlisting negro soldiers last 
April, after having filled the necessary 
quota of four regiments. Georgia sent 
350 negroes into these regiments. 

Captain Heidt is anxious that Geor- 
gia shall be well represented in the 
new “‘stevedore regiments.” He urges 
all able-bodied negroes familiar with 
the work, or anxious to learn, to ‘do 
their bit” and report to him in the 
Atlanta postoffice building or at any 
United States army recruiting station 
in the state for enlistment. Volunteers 
enlist as regimental privates and will 
receive the same rate of pay as does 
the American soldter. They will wear 
distinctive uniforms. 

Captain Heidt’s orders from the war 


department are to transfer any ac- 
cepted recruits for the new regiment 
direct to Newport News, Va., for a 
preliminary course of training. From 
there, they will be distributed to ship- 
Ping points along ‘the Atlantic and 
Pacific coasts.

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CHEAPER MONEY URGED 
FOR CATTLE RAISERS 


Washington, September 2.—Food Ad- 
ministrator Hoover has enlisted the aid 
of the federal reserve board in a cam- 
paign to increase the meat supply of the 
country. Mr. Hoover has asked 
board to help the farmers by suggest- 
ing that banks lend them money at not 
more than 7 per cent interest—asgs com- 
pared with the legal rate of 8 per cent 
or more—and the board has transmitted 
the request, through the federal reserve 
banks to the bankers of the districts 
concerned. 

“The board has received a letter from 
Mr. Hoover,” reads a letter from the 
board to federal reserve banks, mads 
public today, “stating that he is just 
beginning a campaign to secure 4 
larger amount of cattle feeding in this 
country and that his’ investigation 
ehows that the interest charge repre- 
sents between 35 and 40 per cent of the 
total costs of this industry. 

‘The legal rate of interest in many of 
the cattle-raising states is 8 per cent 
or more, and the food administrator 
suggests that if banks would make 
loans to the cattle pewple at a rate of 
interest not exceeding 7 per cent, which 
he thinks they could afford to do in 
view of the 5 per cent rediscount rate 
on six months’ paper available at most 
of the federal reserve banks, a stimulus 
would be given to the cattle-ratsing in- 
dustry which all will agree is greatly 
needed at this time.”

Saratoga Springs, N. Y., September 32.

[FAVORABLE REPORTS COMING 


According to Report 


Star Team, Which Was to 
Play Pennant Winners, Off 
as Far as the Crackers Are 
Concerned.

The proposed post-season series of 
geven games between the pennant-win- 
ning team and an all-star team chosen 
by the sporting writers of the Southern 
league is off as far as the Crackers 
are concerned. 

The Crackers consider that they have 
all the best of it for the remainder of 
the season and that they will be the 
pennant winners by at least three 
games. Therefore, as they will be the 
team most interested, they have taken 
this stand. 

The division of receipts is what has 
the Crackers’ goat. Manager Frank 
raised an issue when he saw the plans 
of the contests, but it was not éuntil 
today that the players learned the 
plans. 

We contended when we first saw the 
plans that there would be no chance 
for the players to make anything out of 
the series, but we refrained from say- 
ing anything because we did not want 
to throw any cold water on the propo- 
sition. 

But now, that the Crackers have come 
out flat-footed against the series, we il 
state our views. Even if the two con- 
tending teams were -given all of the 
gate receipts from the games we do 
not believe that they’d make over $15, 
or, at most, $25 a piece out of the series. 
To play the first game in New Orleans 
would cost about $600 expenses before 
a nickel was taken 
It would cost about $100 iess if the 
first game is played in Memphis. Under 
the most favorable conditions, we do 
not believe that the total receipts 
would be $1,000 a day. Even if they 
were, you start with $600 expense, then 
lay off in Atlanta, play two games and 
then move on to either New Orleans 
or Memphis. 

We estimate the series’ expenses in 
round figures at approximately $2,500, 
and if the receipts of the first five 
games totaled over $3,000 we'd be sur- 
prised. 

Take 10 per cent from the latter, then 
deduct $2,500, then give the players 
70 per cent of the balance and you see 
how much the boys would have left to 
split among thirty-six men. 

We've talked the matter over with 
the players and with Morgan Blake, 
of The Journal, and believe that a bene- 
fit game and field day in Atlanta be- 
tween the Crackers and some team 
picked up around the city would net 
the-players more per capita than they 
would get from a week of post-season 
games, in which the rules favor the 
club owners and not the players. The 
series was arranged with the latter 
then.in view. 

The boys are confident that they can 
count on Atlanta fandom to do its 
share in showing its appreciation of 
them winning the pennant. Tickets for 
the game will be printed and all of the 

layers will have them for sale all the 
ast week of the season. The complete 
- details will be worked out when the 
Crackers get home.

LOWER BUT PRICES MORE 
NATURAL. 


In volume, new business is not what 
it was a year ago, but conditions are 
clearly more wholesome and the tran- 
sition a more natural range of 
prices, though accompanied by some 
evidences of unsettlement, can only be 
regarded as favorable in its ultimate 
a ogy on the future. 

By far the most significant feature 
of the present situation is the process 
of readjustment in some commodities 
in which there had formerly seemed no 
end to the advances, and buyers whose 
immediate requirements are well cov- 
ered now hold off in the expectation 
that the markets will turn more 
strongly to their advantage. In sharp 
contrast to the previous experience, 
increasing pressure to sell has devel- 
oped in numerous raw materials and 
also in semi-finished and finished prod- 
ucts, and where there has appeared 
some revival of activity after a. con- 
Siderable period of hesitancy and wait- 
ing, as in hides and leather, it has come 
mainly as a result of decisive yielding 
of beng 

With further downward revisions in 
the larger industries foreshadowed, 
either through official action or from 
other causes, the possibilities of can- 
cellations of orders are not disregard- 
ed; yet the sound position of business 
is demonstrated in many ways and the 
doubts about the changes still, ta, be 
effected, rather than any weakness of 
fundamental conditions, remain the 
chief obstacle to progress. When ex- 
isting uncertainties are removed, and 
if prices are so adjusted as to stimu- 
late demands, renewed expansion, on 
a more conservative and stable basis, 
may conceivably be witnessed. 

Not only in commodities, but also in 
securities has the main priee trend 
continued downward, to the disappoint- 
ment of those who had counted on an 
August “boom” in stocks. In place of 
it, the month ended with ten indus- 
trials $3.50 net lower in the average 
than at its beginning and with sixty 
rails losing $1.59, and these figures by 
no means measure the full decline in 
some individual issues. 

A rebound in cotton prices came 
only after all deliveries had dropped 
under 22c, and August ended with 
option list about $10 a bale lower than 
at its Spenine: and with a loss of ful- 
ly $20 from the month's highest leveis. 
Not all of the decline can be properly 
attributed to crop improvement, much 
as many people wish that it might be, 
and the government’s condition esti- 
mate on Friday, 67.8 per cent, was one 
of the poorest on record for the period. 
Yet the belief persists that the crop 
will prove larger than has been indi- 
cated, and the weakening of the spot 
basis in the south under increased 

ressure to sell the actual staple has 
iad a telling effect in all markets.

FROM THE SOUTH, SAYS 
BRADSTREET. 


The wants of the government are so 
numerous, extend into so many fields 
and are so absorptive, that retail deal- 
ers fear a scarcity of goods, and con- 
cern in this respect restricts conser- 
Vatism in buying, which latter attitude 
is in turn ‘dictated by the knowledge 
that there will be more or less econo- 
mizing by people who live on incomes 
from investments, as well as by the 
belief that demand for civilian cloth- 
ing will undergo considerable curtalil- 
ment. 

Reports from the south, parts of the 
southwest and the northwest are more 
favorable than those coming from any 
other zones, dry goods, clothing and 
Sroceries being the lines particularly 
benefited. 

Building is exceptionally dull, but 
tha® fact does not depress lumber, ex- 
cept in the Pacific northwest, the sit- 
uation, in a collective sense, being dom- 
inated by the needs of war, which also 
wbsorb considerable hardware. 

Price readjustments, evidently in 
anticipation of governmental control, 
dominate the iron and steel markets, 
the crest point in prices, touched in the 
middle of fPuly, having undergone 
marked shadings the past three or four 
weeks, but, withal, the mills are so 
far booked ahead that the current sit- 
uation is accepted with equanimity. 

Not so much can be said of those 
who overbought or overspeculated, par- 
ticularly in pig iron. Copper is very 
dull, pending the appointment of a 
price. dictator. Scarcity of labor, 
strikes and car shortages combine to 
restrict free shipments. 

The crop situation is gradually tak- 
ing final form and substance, and 
present prospects are for an outturn 
of all crops but wheat and cotton sec- 
ond to no year in the country’s history. 
Coincidentally, there is a volume of 
potential demand and a level of prices 
never before equaled. 

Corn has improved in all sections, but 
the crop is late and a week to two 
weeks of hot, forcing weather is need- 
ed to bring the crop along faster and 
enable a large part of the area in 
most of the leading states to escape an 
early frost.

0 AMERIGAN GOLD 
T0 REACH GERMANY 


Washington, September 2.—Bank ac- 
counts of alien enemies and interna- 
tional banking transactions involving 
the possible exportation of gold are 
under careful scrutiny by the federal 
reserve board, which is co-operating 
with the state department in prevent- 
ing any part of the gold accumulation 
of the United States from reaching 
the enemy through neutral countries. 

“The board has suggested that each 
banker doing business in this country,” 
says the board's bulletin, made public 
today, “should scrutinize with particu- 
lar care such accounts as might be 
held by his bank for any resident alien 
enemy and in the event any suspicious 
transactions occur in connection with 
such accounts, that they may be re- 
ported immediately to the board for 
transmission to the proper department. 

“The transactions which are inter- 
esting to, the siate department may 
be divided into three classes: 

“l. Foreign exchamge transactions 
between banks in this country and 
banks in neutral countries in Europe. 

“2. Ordinary banking transactions, 
such as.the obtaining of credits, by 
alien enemies resident in the United 
States. 

“3. Banking

“The state department is especially 
interested in preventing all transfers 
of money by cable or shipments of cur- 
rency or otherwise for the account of 
alien enemies.” 

In transmiiting its suggestions to 
the bankers of the country, the board 
called attention to a letter from Sec- 
retary McAdoo written before the 
height of the gold export movement 
Was reached, urging that close atten- 
tion be given shipments of gold and to 
remittances to foreign countries. 

“For the past five weeks, the bulle- 
tin adds, ‘‘net exports of gold, mainly 
to the Far East and to Spain, have con- 
tinued on a large scale. These exports 
were especially heavy during the 
weeks ending July 27 and August 3, 
when gold exports exceeded importa 
by $29,046,000 and $17,658,000, respec- 
tively. The net outward movement of 
gold during this period wags $55,012,000, 
imports amounting to $18,248,000 and 
exports to $73,260,000.” 

+010 exports this year have been 
heavier than at any time since the war 
started, and from January 1 to August 
17 were $293,621,000, or nearly twice as 
great as exports during the entire 
calendar year of 1916. 

Notwithstanding the heavy exports, 
the gold supply of the country has 
increased approximately $245,000,00) 
since January 1, the present stock be- 
ing in excess of $3,000,000,000,.or one- 
third of the world supply.
